UNDERSTANDING ON EMBARGO 
CLEARED UP

Mr. Geoige M. McElroy, of Calgary, 
acting president of the Stock Grow¬ 
ers’ Piotective association of western 
Canada, and Dan Riley, of High Riv¬ 
er, Alberta, were appointed as a dep¬ 
utation to interview the Hon. Dun- 
an Marshall relative to his proposed 
-Jripment of cattle to Great Britain. 

From the reports, which appeared 
in the press regarding this under¬ 
standing many stockmen feared it 
■night leave a wrong impression that 
might militate against the cause of 
the removal of the embargo. 

The fears of the committee were at 
once set at rest on that point Tues¬ 
day by the minister’s explaining that 
the opposition to the removal of the 
embargo has now taken the form of 
propaganda to the effect that Cana¬

dently being to arouse antagonism on 
the part of the more fastidious class 
of consumers and of the growers of 
Scotch and English cattle.

average citizen of Canada when he 
reads of what he regards as colossal 
deficits on our National Railways, 
‘and of the earning of a surplus above 


Grand Trunk Pacific—National Trans¬ 
continental Railway development. It 
was felt that sufficient tonnage could 
be developed in Canada to support 
three transcontinental systems. The 
N.T.R.—G.T.P. line was constructed 
from Moncton, N.B., to Prince Rupert, 
B.C., with a branch to Fort William 
and other branches to other centres 
in the prairie provinces. 

The C.N.R. lines were connected, 
back of Lake Superior, between east 
and west, and the main line extended 
from Edmonton through the Yellow- 
head Pass to Pacific tidewater at Van¬ 
couver. 

Canada then entered the war per¬ 
iod. The tide of immigration stopped. 
The productive power of the nation 
was changed to suit the altered condi¬ 
tions. Some half million of our men 
went overseas and the majority of 
those remaining were busy with work 
calculated to advance the war effort. 
The era of expansion was closed and 
so also was the work of developing 
tonnage so necessary to the success fo 
the plan under which the, bulk of the 
new mileage was projected - and built. 

We, as Canadians, are in the po¬ 
sition of having under our control a 
transportation manufacturing plant— 
the product being ton miles and pass¬ 
enger miles, which mean the move¬ 
ment of a ton of freight one mile and 
of a passenger one mile. But our 
plant cannot get enough raw mater¬ 
ial—tonnage—and passengers or a 
long eftough movement to maintain 
its production at the economical point. 
The number of freight and passenger 
trains is not large enough to spread 
properly the maintenance • charges, 
while the stationary and movable 
equipment is capable of handling a 
greater output with the addition of a 
slightly greater cost. One extra rev¬ 
enue train on the “National” lines 
each way per day, would wipe out the 
deficit at the rates existing. The de-
